- Slight change in the Upland city water rates will be of 
real vale to the people for whom it is intended—those using 
additional water for gardens. The pity council, which re- 

aM retired, favorably considered such a change, vut left 
the official action up to the new council, which took office 
Tuesday. 

One of the first official acts of the new council was to 
discuss the proposed change in rates and to adopt the change. 
All of which means people may use 1,000 cubic feet of water 
in a month at a minimum cost of $1, instead of 700 feet, at 
that minimum. ; 

Naturally, people want to buy water—and everything else 
at the lowest possible figure. Water rates are frequently 
discussed by local people. Some individuals become quite 
insistent in asking for a general reduction in the rates. 

The change that has been made in the quantity of water 
permitted for the minimum charge will doubtless prove to be. 
g good move for many individuals and may not affect, too 
much, the department’s net revenue. she 

The new city council may or may not make additional 
changes in the future, but we believe local property owners 
and taxpayers in general find the water department very 
profitable for the municipality. 

The department produces a profit—money 
available for use in the city’s general fund, : 

If the department did not produce annual profit, money 
for the city’s general fund would have to come from some 
ether source. And the only other source is taxes. 

So, when people talk about getting substantial reductions 
in the water rates, the logical answer is—higher city taxes. 

The present water rates and the municipal taxes compare 
very favorably with other Southern California cities. If and 
when the general cost of running the city can be reduced, 
then it would be logical to make a general reduction in the 
water rate and in the city taxes.
